ABSTRACT 

Developed for use in small groups, this unit focuses on 
developing the writing skills pupils need if they are to progress from Level 
3 to Level 4 of England’s National Curriculum. It is meant to supplement, but 
not to replace, the English curriculum for Year 7 pupils. The unit builds on 
the successful approaches of the National Literacy Strategy in primary 
schools, and therefore features a core teaching sequence which promotes 
active learning. The unit consists of 18 session plans, plus support 
materials in the form of teacher and pupil sheets. Each 20-minute session is 
fast-paced and interactive. By the time they have completed the unit, pupils 
should be able to do most of the following: categorize information in 
different ways; relate general to specific information; sort information 
using different strategies; plan writing around key ideas; recognize and use 
topic sentences; employ different strategies for giving paragraphs greater 
cohesion; decide which planning tools are needed for which writing tasks; and 
take account of audience, purpose, and context. Appended are weekly overview 
sheets and tracking sheets. (RS) 
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
